Reasons Why City 
Seeks Acquisition 
of Torney Outlined 


“Lay aside personal prejudices 
and entertain the proposed pur­ 
chase of Torney General hospital 
by the city in the light of the 
good it would bring to this com­ 
munity.” 
So urged Harry Harper, director 
in charge of the campaign to ac­ 
quaint Village voters with the 
reasons behind the city’s proposed 
purchase of Torney General hos­ 
pital land and buildings during 
an address before members of 
the Palm Springs Rotary club. 


HE CITED the fact that Palm 
Springs is faced with the closing 
of the Community hospital, now 
operating in Ward “B” on the 
Torney hospital grounds, if pri­ 
vate interests rather than the city, 
are allowed to purchase the gov­ 
ernment 
s u r p l u s 
declared 
property. 
W hether the city will purchase 
the property in question will be 
decided by Palm Springs voters 
May 20 and although a majority 
may vote in favor of the purchase, 
the law requires that two-thirds 
of the votes cast must be in favor 
of the acquisition. 


HARPER'S greatest stress cen­ 
tered around the need of addi­ 
tional room for the Community 
hospital; how it could be ex­ 
panded under1 the purchase to 
take care of 200 bed patients; that 
more than 800 were served at the 
present location during its first 
year’s operation; and the money 
now in the building fund of the 
Community hospital would not 
provide for more than seven beds 
and that construction could not 
take place for a long time in the 
face of high prices for material 
and labor. 
“If the vote for the purchase 
of the hospital is not favorable 
on May 20,” Harper emphasized, 
“the Palm Springs Community 
hospital is faced with the threat 
of being closed.” 
He pointed out that the nearest 
hospitals to serve approximately 
25,000 persons during the height 
of seasons here are miles away 
at Redlands and Riverside. 


PARTICULARLY did Harper 
tell the assembled Rotarians, that 
no bond issue or increase in taxes 
is being sought with which to fi­ 
nance the purchase of Totrney 
General hospital. 
“The city expects to pay for 
the property with income received 
from the one per cent city sales 
tax and there will be plenty left 
over for ether purposes,” Harper 
declared . 
He added that the appraised

Surplus arm y air field build­ 
ings. advertised as for sale by 
War Assets Administration in to­ 
day’s edition of the Desert Sun, 
do not comprise those structures 
now being used by Palm Springs 
under a government interim per­ 
mit. according to City Manager 
William E. Alworth. 
He said that the 113 buildings, 
comprising former administration 
barracks, recreation, theater, of­ 
ficers’ quarters, officers’ 
club, 
gasoline station, supply, latrines, 
storage and warehouses, for which 
the government is asking bids, are 
not located on the site now be­ 
ing used as the Palm Springs A ir­ 
port.

To make available to the hos­ 
pitals and m edical profession of 
the country, im portant new by­ 
products of atom research at the 
radiation laboratory at the Uni­

Q. What portions of the Torney Hospital properties does 
the City of Palm Springs intend to purchase? 
A. The government has advertised as one parcel all of.the 
former El Mirador Hotel grounds plus approxim ately eig 
acres at the rear (facing on Miraleste) on which were con­ 
structed the theater, gymnasium and other units, th e city 
must buy all or none of this parcel. 
It also has an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase as a sepaarte parcel approxim ately llVz 
acres of land, representing the northern portion of the old 
olive grove, as a city park. 
Q. What will these properties cost? 
A. This is not definitely known at this point- However, 
those who have investigated carefully the possibility of heavy 
discounts on certain portions of the lands and buildings be­ 
lieve the entire properties can be purchased for less than 
$650,000. They are easily worth $1,500 000. It is hoped that 
the government can tell the city before election day the 
exact cost of the acquisition.

Q. Must this money be paid now? 
A. No. The entire purchase price will be financed by the 
U S. Government over a period of 10 years WITHOU1

Q. Why is the May 20 election necessary? 
A. State laws under which the City of Palm Spungs is 
operating prohibit the city from obligating itself for more 
than its annual income. Obviously this acquisition program 
although paym ents will be spread over 10 years, requires the 
commitment of more than the city s income 
A maximum 
of $650 000 is set in the election call. Hence, the special elec­

None of these has exercised a 
nrioriW leaving the next in line agency local governments 
Fn N o Í position. However, if the city does not act before 
June 5 its priority will expire and the property will be of­ 
fered to private buyers. 
Q. Why doesn’t the Palm Springs Community Hospital 


act on its own initiative in buying the facilities it needs? 
A. The Community Hospital, as a non-profit corporation, 
has a priority but above it on the list of eligible buyers are 
former owners and veterans, and information now in the 
hands of the City of Palm Springs has convinced everyone 
the property would be purchased by private persons before 
the Hospital had a chance to purchase. This same situation 
is true of the Desert Museum. 
Unless the City of Palm 
Springs includes them in its acquisition program they are 
definitely shut out from obtaining any of the surplus 
properties. 
Q. If the city does not buy for the Community Hospital 
the buildings and grounds it desires, what will happen to 
the hospital? 
A The hospital will be closed. 
Already the govern­ 
ment has notified the hospital that if private buyers acquire 
the former El Mirador grounds it will be evicted. Having 
no place to move the hospital would have to close its doois 
although it proved a haven for nearly 800 persons in its first 
year of operation and now is serving as the emergency m edi­ 
cal and surgical center for the entire desert region of River­ 
side county. 
Q. If evicted why shouldn't the hospital use its $150.000 
building fund to erect a community hospital? 
A. This could be done, but at present building pace the 
construction would require several months during which the 
citv would be without a hospital. 
Also, figures now show 
that hospital construction is costing $20,000 PER BED. The 
$150,000 now on hand would erect a SEVEN-BED HOS­ 
PITAL Thus the people of Palm Springs immediately would 
be called upon for contributions of between $250,000 and 
$500,000 to erect the size hospital needed here. That is almost 
out of the question at this time. 
By the time all of these 
m atters could be taken care of, at least one and possibly two 
years would have elapsed during which Palm Springs would 
be without a hospital. The nearest large hospital is 55 miles. 
Many of the w inter visitors who come to Palm Springs would 
not stay here if a hospital were not at hand for emergencies. 


Q. How will the properties in question be divided for use 
if they are acquired by the City of Palm Springs? 
A. The vacant property lying between Palm Springs 
Drive and Indian Avenue will be a botanical garden, or park, 
maintained by the Desert Museum with native desert plant­ 
ings on display for visitors. 
In the northw estern corner of 
the former hotel grounds will be located the Public Health 
Clinic serving persons unable to pay for medical or surgical 
attention. The main administration building of the hotel— 
the building with the tower—would be the offices for m u­ 
nicipal, county, state and federal governments. This would 
house all of 'th e city government agencies now scattered 
throughout the city in RENTED quarters. 
Many county, 
state and federal offices would be established here to serve 
the rapidly-expanding desert area, bringing these services to 
all Palm Springs residents and eliminating long trips to 
Riverside, San Bernardino and Los Angeles. 
The building 
now occupied by the Community Hospital, another identical 
unit not now used, the famous El Mirador Plunge, several 
bungalows, Red Cross recreation building and other nearby 
structures would be turned over to the Community Hospital. 
The plunge would be used in the w inter months for thcia- 
putic purposes. 
It is believed that with these facilities the 
Hospital will be self-sufficient, eliminating the necessity for 
an annual drive to pay off its operating deficit. A theater and 
auxiliary building lying on a portion of the eight-acre piece 
in the rear will be turned over to the Desert Museum for its 
lectures and research. 
In January alone 10,000 persons at­ 
tended the Museum lectures. 
Today it has no place for 
* those lectures; 
the theater will provide a location w here 
hundreds of persons can be accommodated. Immediately to 
the east of the theater is the $75,000 Torney Hospital gym­ 
nasium which will serve a vital need as a location for dances, 
bov and girl organization activities, veterans affairs, ilowei 
shows, community celebrations and a myriad of other events 
now prevented here by lack of places to present them 
Another nearby substantial building will be established as 
the branch city library for the northern section of Palm 
Springs. 
Q. What happens to the two-story dormitories along Paseo 
El Mirador which the Army used as nurses' quarters. 
A. The City will remove these buildings, use a part of 
the land for the widening of Paseo El Mirador and provide 
plantings to screen the buildings from the street. 
Q. Would these be removed if private individuals acquire 
Torney Hospital? 
A The City would seek to force their removal as non­ 
conforming uses but it is conceivable that if an operator of 
the hotel desired to defy the city he could delay their re­ 
moval perhaps by years through lengthy court action. 


Q. What is to prevent the City from selling of all or part 
of these properties after they are acquired? 
A. Through agreement with the U. S. Government the 
city will operate all of these areas for the purposes set out 
in their application for a period of not less than five years. 
However, it is contemplated that these uses will be perm an­ 
ent; 
they will always be needed to fill the health, educa­ 
tional and municipal demands of the community. 
Q. What alternative will the City of Palm Springs itself 
face if the voters fail to approve this acquisition program 
at the May 20 election? 
_ 
A. The city will be confronted immediately with the un­ 
pleasant task of asking the voters to approve a bond issue 
of perhaps $300,000 for the buying of a site and the erection 
of a city hall. Today the city is losing some of its valuable 
city employes because there are not adequate offices for 
them. Temporary locations have been provided for some in 
the fire hall, at the caretaker’s cottage at the Field Club and 
at every conceivable location. 
The City’s essential services 
will be seriously crippled if adequate buildings are not Pro­ 
vided at once. 
A bond issue would be costly and would be 
applied against private property which now is loaded beyfmd 
its tax-paying capacity. Payment for the Torney properties 
from the sales tax income would provide a far more equit­ 
able distribution of the cost not alone upon residents of 
Palm Springs but the thousands who will visit here in the 
next 10 years. 
Q. How large is the proposed City Park and to what 
use will it be put? 
A. It is proposed to use the north llVz acres of the old 
olive grove (formerly owned by the W estern Newspapei 
Union) for this park.' The southerly part of this property is 
being sought by the Desert School District as a school site 
for the northern part of Palm Springs. 
This combination 
of school and park would provide one of the finest recrea­ 
tion centers for the people of Palm Springs that can be 
imagined. 
Eventually a city plunge probably will be pro­ 
vided where it could be available also to the nearby school. 
Across Tachevah Drive will be the City recreation center 
in which is located the spacious gymnasium. 
Today Palm 
Springs has no such park, no such recreation center and will 
never again have the opportunity to acquire such an 
in the heart of a residential district at the price at'w hich 
this land probably can be acquired. 
Q. Why is the school district not a part to the Torney 
Hospital Acquisition program? 
A. The Desert School district qualifies as a ‘ local govern­ 
m ent” since it is a tax-levying body and has made a separate 
application for 21 acres of the Olive Grove, fronting on 
Tamarisk Avenue, as a school site. 
This in no way w hat­ 
ever conflicts with the city’s application; it is a paralleling 
acquisition plan and has the whole-hearted approval of the 
City of Palm Springs and other agencies. 
The school dis­ 
trict is in No. 1 priority position today and, barring unfore­ 
seen difficulties, will be able to buy all or part of the 21 acies 
sought in its application. This will back up to the city part 
on the north. 
. 
. 
Q. Will the maintenance cost on the properties in ques­ 
tion be too great for the City of Palm Springs to bear? 
A. Those who have studied this plan with an open mind 
believe the upkeep of the Torney buildings w ill not be too 
great a burden. Opponents of the acquisition, m any of them 
representing private buyers who wish to prevent the city 
from acquiring its civic center, take fantastic figures out of 
the air” to represent the maintenance cost. The City of Palm 
Springs will have as its principal maintenance structure the 
administration building of the old hotel. 
It should be re­ 
membered that the city will have m aintenance costs, de­ 
preciation and other costs on any quarters it buys oi builds. 
Also at present it is paying rent on its quarters, an expendi­ 
ture that can be shifted to maintenance. And it also should 
be remembered that if the city docs not acquire these piop- 
erties at this low price it must ask the voters to approve an 
expensive bond issue—an expenditure that would dw arf 
maintenance costs for many years to come. 
Q. Do the civic leaders of Palm Springs consider this a 
sound investment for the City of Palm Springs? 
A. This acquisition program already has won the enthus­ 
iastic endorsement of virtually all the community leaders 
whose altruism has been proven by unswerving devotion to 
every good cause in Palm Springs. They feel that here is 
truly “a chance of a lifetime” for Palm Springs; an opportun­ 
ity io solve its pressing hospital, municipal, recreational and 
educational need in one combined purchase. 
They believe 
that never before has a city such as Palm Springs been of­ 
fered such a golden opportunity. They feel th at the amazing 
growth of this area will make all oi these facilities itidis- 
pensible w ithin a few years; that unless they are now pro­ 
vided the community will face cash and bond outlays of 
up to $2,000,000 in the foreseeable future to provide them. 
They believe it is only good business that we give the City 
Government a 100 per cent approval for this acquisition. 
They urge a resounding “yes” vote at the polls on May 20.

Southwest Airways 
Seeks New Line to

To Close May 15 


Mrs. Louis McCarn, ciiy clerk 
and deputy registrar yesterday 
announced the rules covering 
the use of absentee ballots as 
set forth in the state election 
code. 
Under these regulations, Mrs. 
McCarn pointed out, that the 
only way absentee ballots can 
be obtained is on written re­ 
quest. These requests can be 
handed in person to the clerk 
or may be mailed. 
The deadline in obtaining 
these ballots is five days be­ 
fore the election and as the 
special election is set for May 
20, the last day requests must 
be in the hands of the city 
clerk is May 15, less than two 
weeks from today. 
Before the ballots are re­ 
turned the name of the voter 
affixed to the ballot must be 
notarized or it will not be 
counted. All absentee ballots 
must be in the hands of the city 
clerk not later than six days 
after the election, or May 26.
